TAFT COMPLAINS OF PALMA. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

HAVANA, Sept. 25.—1:30 p.m.—Sec- 
retary Taft and Assistant Secretary of 
State Bacon informed the Associated 
Press this afternoon that they were 
thoroughly disgusted with the petty 
methods of the government leaders 
here, and the American commission- 
ers admitted that they had practically 
abandoned hope of bringing peace from 
the turmoil unless by the use of force. 
Mr. Taft said: 

“The government officials, instead of 
coéperating with the United States to 
save the republic, have resorted to 
every kind of obstruction with the ob- 
ject of continuing their control of the 
administration. President Palma and 
his advisers have rejected terms of 
peace which were honorable to them, 
though in the form of a compromise 
with their opponents. 

“We are still strivipg to arrange a 
settlement, and we trust the Amer- 
ican people will give us credit for do- 
ing everything pessible to accomplish 
a settlement without resorting to

NSFER OF TROOPS 
PRESSED FORWARD. 


Events of the Day 


Plans Long in Preparation—Fifteen 
Hundred More Marines Ordered 


in Cuba Hastened 


YSTER BAY, Sept. 2%.—Plans for 
the transfer of troops from the 
United States to Cuba in the event 
of the failure of Secretary Taft’s mis- 
sion to bring about a peaceful solution 
of the trouble in the island republic 
have been completed. 
The final step was taken today, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
here tonight, when the transport Sum- 
ner, now lying at the New York navy 
yard was put in commission. The Sum- 
ner is in readiness for the immediate 
embarkation of trops. Negotiations 
are already under way for the acqui- 
sition of merchant steamers to be used 
as transports. 
That the «vents of today, as told in 
the press dispatches, have hastened 
plans which uave been long in prepara- 
tion seem apparent. Additional war- 
ships will reach Cuba within few 
days, and will be ready to land ma- 
rines, if necessary, long before the reg- 
ular troops, now awaiting orders, can 
be moved. Should armed intervention 
come, these forces will undoubtedly 
form the vanguard of the invading 
army. 
FIFTEEN HUNDRED MARINES. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2%.—Fifteen 
hundred more American marines were 
ordered to Cuba today by the Navy 
Department, Five hundred marines 
from the Atlantic fleet will sail on the 
battleships Indiana and Kentucky from 
Provincetown, Mass., eight or nine hun- 
marines. will sail Thursday from 
Boston, N k and Philadeiphia, and

HAVANA, Sept. 25.—The Cuban re- 
public tonight stands on the verge of 
a second period of American interven- 
tion. The Moderate Party, which, six 
weeks ago, was in absolute control of 
every office in the Island, national, 
provincial and municipal, is tonight 
determined to abdicate everything and 
compel the United States to intervene. 
In fact, every government official, 
from President Palma down, is ein- 
cerely allied to force such interven- 
tion, rather than yield to any one of 
the terms offered by the Liberal party 


ment. 
REGARDED AS DISHONORABLE. 
The Liberal leaders characterize the 
conduct of the government as tgeason 
to the republic, while Secretary of War 
Taft regards it asan unwarranted and 
dishonorable attempt to force the hand 
of the United States into intervention. 
This, it has been stated, is precisely 
what President Roosevelt has been 
most anxious to avoid. | 
It is still just barely possible that 
Prg¢sident Roosevelt, through Secre- 
tary Taft and Assistant Secretary of 
State Bacon, may yet arrange to es- 
tablish the Liberals in control of the 
Cuban government, but this is regard- 
ed as only the remotest sort of pos- 
sibiiity. With elther party installed 
in power, there would still remain a 
condition of deplorable dissatisfaction 
and unrest, and tonight there appears 
nothing whatever to promise relief 
save full control by the United States. 
CONTROL OF ARMY. 
Acting Secretary of the Interior

HURTING CROPS. 


MORE CHILDREN THAN PEACHES 
IN SOME DISTRICTS, 


— 
Work of County Commissioner of 
Statistics Shows Some Surprising 


Items in Groywth of Les Angeles. 
Importance of Figures — 
but Some Balk at Giving Them. 


There is a falling off in the peach 
crop in Los Angeles county. 

The reason given for this decrease 
of the peach crop by John 0. Lowe, 
county commissioner, of statistics, is 
that so many acres of peach orchards 
have been cut up into city lots and 
for suburban homes. 

Not long ago the Vernon district was 
a great peach district, now it is a 
great home district. 

School houses instead of packing- 
houses are the special need of this 
part of the county. : 

The most wonderful increase record- 
ed in Los Angeles is its population. 
Commissioner Lowe is doing some 
important work for this county, but Its 
having his troubles. Many of the man- 
ufacturers, growers, ship and oth- 
ers interested in the development of 
the industries and development of Los 
Angeles county balk at giving Mr. 
Lowe figures which will enable him to 
compile statistics complete enough to 
be of value. 

They have an idea that if they “give 
away” these ‘secrets’ it will hurt their 
business, 

As a fact all of the bianks filled out 
by those receiving them. with the de- 
tails given are confidential and are 
never made public or the tnformation 
given to anybody. They simply serve 
to help form the totals in any line of 
business which the law calls for. 

Another trouble which Mr. Lowe 
finds is that those asked for figures 


have a fear that they will be used for 


purposes of fixing their taxes. But 
this is not so as the Assessor never 
sees them and even if he did they 
could not be used by him as only the 
sworn statements submitted to him 
are available for such a purpose. 

The statistics being collected by Mr. 
Lowe, whose office is Room No, 316 
Bradbury building, is by virtue of the 
following section of the laws passed 
by the Legislature, March 20, 1905: 

“Section 662. It shall be the duty of 
the Board of Supervisors of each coun- 
ty, on or before the frst day of No- 
vember of each year, to sutply the 
Secretary of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety upon blanks to be furnished by 
him for that purpose, statistics show- 
ing the products grown, produced or 
manufactured in said county for the 
year preceding, and the expense there- 
of shall be a county charge, to be paid 
as other county charges against the 
county.”

1000 acres have now deen planted to 
strawberries and othér berries, mostly 
by small growers, near this city. No 
better item showing prosperity for the 
modest rancher could be given. 

It is the purpose of Mr. Lowe this 
year to show a more accurate record 
of the number of fruit trees—citrus 
and deciduous—and the various kinds 
in this county ever made before. 

No good citizen of the county will 
fail to give the most complete and ac- 
curate returns possible, actual as well 
as estimated, for the totals of Mr. 
Lowe's report, and they should all be 
in his hands by October 10 at least.

Government Appropriations 
Depend on This.

vate corporations.

| Mr. Ransdell has been in Los An- 
|geles two days, and yesterday spent 
the time looking over the inner and 
outer harbors at San Pedré. He told 
of his impressions last night, and 
spoke frankly. 

He said that he did not know that 
such conditions existed and that at 
the next Congress, when appropria- 
tions are asked for the improvement 
of the inner harbor, this question will 
probably be brought up. He said that 
the danger line has 
1 water front privileges at San 

edro, and that if more privileges are 
given away or sold, the government 
will turn its back upon all appropria- 
tions which would benefit private par- 
ties rather than the public. : 

He urged the Chamber of Commerce 
to use its influence to have every inch 
of the water frontage preserved so 
so that the appropriations necessary 
make the harbor what it should 
be can be secured. 

MORE MONBY FOR ALL 


Mr. Ransdell's visit here is primar- 
ily for the purpose of interesting the 
Chamber of Commerce and other or- 
ganizations of business men to join 
the National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress. He made an impassionate ap- 
peal to the members to join with the 
other commercial organizations of the 
United States in an appeal to Con- 
gress to increase the yearly appropria- 
tions for the improvement of the riv- 
ers and harbors of the country from the 
present amount of about $19,000,000 to 
at least $50,000,000. 

His appeal was successful in 


appoint a committee of five members 
to secure the coiperation of other 
commercial organizations in Los An- 
geles, all to join the national body 
without delay. 7 

In the. course of hie address Con- 
gressman Ransdell said: 

“The object of my visit to this city 
and to the Pacific Coast in general is 
a desire to have the business men, 
through their organizations, codperate 
with this national organization and 
secure a fair proportion of the ex- 
penditures of the government for the 
improvement of the rivers and harbors 
of our country. 

“There are now projects for im- 
provements of rivers and har in 
the United States, which have been 
approved by the engineering corps of 
the government, before the Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors which amount 
to $500,000,000. These projects are not 
the wild cat schemes that sometimes 
bob up. They all have been closely 
investigated by the government engi- 
neers and reported upon favorable. 
To meet this great requirement the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors has 
the small sum of $19,000,000 appropri- 
ated. There should be at least $50,000,- 
000 laid aside for this work. 

“The wonderful reduction in freight 
rates expected by the passage of the 
recent rate bill will, in my estimation, 
not be realized. Precedent points 
otherwise. The only way to get lower 
freight rates is by having the com- 
petition of cheap water transportation. 

MEANS LOWER FREIGHT. 

“Dallas, Tex., is one of the greatest 
cotton shipping centers in the world. 
Dallas has to pay $3 per bale for get- 
ting its cotton to seaboard, a distance 
of 300 miles. Texas has the most strin- 
gent rate commission in the United 
States. This commission has far 
greater powers than the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, yet this com- 
mission can do nothing toward lower- 
ing freight rates. 

“If the Ohio River and its tributary 
streams are improved, and with the 
Panama Canal a reality, transconti- 
nental freight rates will be cut in half. 
Los Angeles will be able to get its 
structural steel, its tin cans and its 
furniture at half the present freight 
rates. 

“To get Congress to make a larger 
appropriation it is necessary for unfted 
action throughout the United States 
on the part of the business Interests.” 

FOR CONSOLIDATION. 

Mr. Ransdell, somewhat to the sur- 
prise of the guests, made a strong ap- 
peal for city-county consolidation. He 
cited the necessity of every applican:

at all, we offer to lend 40 per cent., and 
seldom more of our appraiser's figures. 

“The real estate men blame us for 
not meeting all their desires’ with 
money. If we wish to do so, we can't. 
We have not got the funds. This bank 
has $4,000,000 out in loans, made years 
ago when the demand for money was 
very slack, at 5 per ent. or tess. 

“We prefer to consult the in- 
teresis of thia community by allowing 
these loans, low as the inteerst rate 
on them is, to remain until the bor- 
rowers can comfortably meet their ob- 
ligations. And we think that we are 
dol the general community more

the opening speech of the Iowa Repub- 
lican campaign, on Monday, devoted 
the major portion of it to discussing 
the tariff question from’ his point of 
view, as a revisionist. The belief has 
generally prevailed that Gov. Cum- 
mins's programme included a complete 
revision pf the tariff, from the lowest 


schedule to the highest. This, it seems, 


as he views the matter, is not true. 
Declaring that he had nothing to re- 
tract from his past utterances on the 
subject of immediate tariff revision, 
Gov. Cummins announced his firm ad- 
herence to the Republican party and 
ite principles. “Within the ranks of 
the party,” said he, “I win labor as 
earnestly as I can, not for a general 
revision of schedules, for that I have 
never favored, but for reducing certain 
duties which our experience during 
the past nine years has shown to be 
excessive. Protection given through 
import duties,” he continued, “so that 
our home prod shall enjoy a rea- 
sonable advantage in the home mar- 
kets over their foreign competitors, {s 
the corner-stone of our growth and 
prosperity, and is a vital article in 
the Republican faith.“ The Governor 
further declares’ that his contention 
has always been that revision of the 
schedules must be in harmony with 
and based upon the policy of protec- 
tion; that “our duties which are too 
high should be lowered, but not so as 
to impair their efficiency as protective 
duties,” and that duties should al- 
ways be high enough to give the do- 
mestie producer his home market at a 
reasonable profit, but they should nev- 
er be high enough to enable the do- 
mestic producer to exact an unfair 
profit from the domestic consumer.“ 


Mr. Cummins correctly states the 
abstract theory of tariff protection: a 
theory, which, in practice, is very gen- 
erally lived up to. It is inevitable, 
however, that there shall be some in- 
equalities and some imperfections in 
the tariff. No human skill is suffi- 
cient to frame a measure of this kind 
which shall be absolutely perfect. So 
many diverse interests are affected by 
the tariff that it would be impossible 


Mr. Cummins, as a man of experti- 
ence and of knowledge in matters of 
this kind, must be aware that the task 
which he proposes—a partial revision 
of the tariff—is well-nigh impossible 
of accomplishment. Once let revision 
be begun and there would be no set- 


schedules, or limiting 
to a short space of time, Once open 
this modern box of Pandora, and all 
the schedules which it contains would 
escape and line themselves up for con- 
sideration. We should then have a 
complete revision of the tariff, instead 
of the partial revision with which we 
started. 
Theoretically, the contention of the 
tariff revisionists looks well enough. 


and But the work which they propose to 


undertake “immediately” would be im- 
politic if not impracticable. Periods 
of tariff tinkering are periods of com- 
mercial uncertainty, of business stag- 
nation, and not infrequently of reac- 
tion from which recovery is slow and 
more or less doubtful. It is altogether 
probable that any inequalities which 
might be corrected by the Cummins 
plan would be more than offset by the 
great and positive injuries that would 
be inflicted upon American interests 
by meddling with tariff stability. 

| ‘Phere is no present necessity for 
revising the tariff. Mr. Cummins and 
his followers greatly overestimate the 
alleged need for revision. We are get- 
ting along very well indeed under the 
present schedules. In all the world’s 
history, no nation has ever prospered 
as, the United States has prospered 
since the Dingley law went into effect. 
Why interfere with the conditions 
which have brought us this unprece- 
dented prosperity? Why not let well 
enough alone? Mr. Cummins and his 
friends have as yet furnished no ade- 
quate answers to these questions.

UBA—AN ACUTE SITUATION. 

The Cuban situation shows no 
improvement. On the contrary, the 
prospects for an amicable settlement 
of the difficulty are steadily growing 
less. The insurrection, which at first 
did not appear to be formidable be- 
yond the power of the Cuban govern- 
ment to suppress it, has steadily 
gained in strength, until now, if it 
were not for the presence of American 
warships in Cuban waters, the Palma 
government would probably be unable 
to maintain itself. | 

Secretary Taft practically admits 
that his diplomatic intervention is a 
failure. He has found the Palma gov- 
ernment and people exceedingly stub- 
born, and he is convinced that it is 
useless to try to convince them that 
they are or have been in the wrong 
in any particular. 

The situation is acute. Does it fore- 
bode annexation? No—certainly not 
yet, although it is easily conceivable 
that conditions might arise which 
would render annexation almost un- 
avoidable. That is a question of the 
future, near or remote. The issue of 
immediate importance is the restora- 
tion of peace and quiet throughout the 
island. In order to accomplish this 
essential result, it may become neces- 
sary for the United States to place 
armed forces upon Cuban soil. This 
will be done only as a supreme neces- 
sity of the situation. 

We do not covet a foot of Cuban 
soil. We should much prefer to have 
the Cubans behave themselves and to 
have them maintain a just and orderly 
government, based upon the consent 
of the governed. But if the governed 
cannot agree upon any rational and 
stable form of government, we shall 
virtually be compelled to intervene, 
and in the course of intervention to 
employ such force as the exigences of 
the situation may demand. We hope, 
most sincerely, that all this may be 
accomplished without bloodshed. 
Whether this happy consummation 
shall be attained will rest entirely 
with the Cubans. It will be utterly 
useless for them to oppose the United 
States in whatever policy we may feel 
compelled to pursue. Armed resist- 
ance would only lead to needless 
waste of blood. 

‘The “United States stands sponsor 
before the world for the maintenance 
of stable government in Cuba. We 
pledged ourselves to this when we tore 
down the flag of Spain, and gave to 
these insular ple an independent 
and unsullied of their own. We 
would not break this sacred pledge if 
we could. We could not break it if 
we would, without stultifying ourselves 
before the nations. 

If it be possible for us to induce the 
Cubans to settle their present family 
quarrel between themselves, we shall 
be glad to have them do so. But at 
any cost, and at all hazards, peace 
must be maintained in the Pearl of 
the Antilles. We are going to main- 
tain peace there if we have to fight 
for it. No mistake need be made on 
this point. If it should become neces- 
sary for us to establish a formal pro- 
tectorate, a formal protectorate will 
be established. We shall do what we 
conceive to be our duty in the prem- 
Wes, with firm adherence to the right 
as God gives us to see the right. 

In the meantime, the President has 
placed the American forces in a staie 
of preparedness for any emergency. 
Developments will come rapidly. Our 
flag is flying from stanch warships 
in Cuban ports, and under the flag 
stand men able and wi to follow 
wherever it may lead :

ullding, Nos, 210-224 Central avenue. 

e rest of the building is occupied by 
the United Wholesale Grocery Com- 
pany. which has just moved in and 
taken possession’ of the building, con- 
structed especially for the use of the 
two companies by the Bernard estate, 
after plans by Morgan & Walls. 

The history of this cigar company is 
interesting as showing the growth of 
an enterprise in this city. Mr. Jarrett 
opened the factory just about six 
years ago with three cigar makers as 
an experiment. Today he has on the 
pay roll eighty-seven cigar makers and 

elpers, and the output of the factory 
is 3,000,000 cigars a year. The present 
output could. be greatly increased dur- 
ing the coming year and the product 
would and a ready market in the rap- 
idlv-growing Southwest if there was 
any prospect of obtaining tobacco leaf 
to justify such an extension of the en- 
terprise. Jarrett's observations in the 
island led to the conclusion that there 
will be a great dearth of fine Cuban 
tobacco for ‘two years to come. The 
time for setting out the tobacco plants 
for next year’s crop is almost past. 
Unless the plants can be set out dur- 
ing the next three weeks, they will not 
be put out at all. There would not be 
time for the maturing by next sum- 
mer's harvest time:

building & railroad. He now proposes 
to rush across desert and mountain 
range in a nigh-power automobile from 
the Texas border to San Francisco, 
selling newspapers and magazines in 
the grading camps of four railroads 
now under construction. 

Eighteen months ago Thatcher came 
to New Mexico. The Santa Fé was 
just beginning the construction of its 
famous cut-off, which slices three hours. 
from the running time between Chicago 
and Los Angeles. There were, thous- 
ands of men ecattered along the three 
hundred miles of grade. They were 
without newspapers and magazines, 
without any news from the outside 
world save what was brought by the 
mew men who came to work. 
| Jt occurred to Thatcher that these 
men would like a daily newspaper, or 
at least, a weekly one. He had little 
money at the time, but theré was 
enough to buy him a bundle of the lat- 
est issue of ihe Los Angeles Times 
and a few magazines, and he set out 
on foot, walking from grading camp 
to grading camp. 

His entire stock was sold out before 
he had passed the second camp. The 
men bought copies of the paper like 
hot cakes at 10 cents each, while the 
10-cent magazines sold for 50 cents. 
Thatcher turned back to Albuquerque 


burro with newspapers and magazines, 
and arranging for a fresh supply of 
papers to meet him at a point where 
the Rock Island crosses the new line, 
he set out «gain. 

He walked beside the burro and 
when night came, if he happened to 
be far from a cainp, he slept on the 
ground in the open. The business grew 
amazingly. He could not carry enough 
papers and magazines on the burro to 
meet the demand even with the fresh 
supplies which met him at Epris, the 
Rock Island crossing, and at Texico, 
the eastern terminus of the new line. 

There were thrilling experiences in 
these first three trips which 
the newsdealer made, 
beside his burro. Once 
early winter he was chased by a band 
of wandering gray wolves, which he 
finally frightened off with his stx- 
shooter. Again a Mexican grader who 
he had fed and befriended, tried to 
stick a knife in him as he slept. Once 
he lost his way, and wandered for two 
days, the instinct of the burro finally 
bringing him to water and a native 
ranch-house. 

But things 'ike these only added zest 
to the business for Thatcher, and after 
his third trip he bought a team of 
swift mules and a buggy. The graders 
began to look for him, the scheme was 
no longer an «xperiment, and engifeers 
and construction officials welcomed him 
with open irms, for he supplied the 
news of the outside world, for which 
the workmen craved. 

H arrangei a regular schedule and 
presently the buggy gave way to a 
Spring wagon, in order that he might 
carry more papers. It is eighteen 
months since he made his first trip 
on foot across teh line beside his buro. 
and for nearly a year Thatcher has 
been making regular trips in his 
wagon, racing from camp to camp be- 
hind his tireless little mules. He has 
made money, and he has sold thous- 
ands of newspapers and magazines. 

But Thatcher is ambitious. He is 
young, and e has ideas of his own. 
The fact that forty miles from the 
western términus of the Santa Fé's 
new line, another new railraod ts build- 
ing. at the end of that another, and 
at the end of the third line still an- 
other. hae -civen him an inspiration, 
and he proposes tc sell newspapers to 
the grading amps along all four of the 
new lines. Thatcher has lived in the

MONROVIA, Sept. 25.—In a special 
election which polled the biggest vote 
ever counted in Monrovia, the’ propo- 
sition to grant a sideboard license to 
hotels of fifty rooms and more was 
defeated by a majority of twenty- 
seven today. 


“Beat by the world, the flesh 
and the devil,” explained a lo- 
cal pastor.

personal enemies of A. E. Cronenwett, 
the owner of the only hotel in Mon- 
rovia large enough to claim the privi- 
lege, and the devil—well, the devil 
was Arcadia.” 


It was rumored on the street that 
there was money from Arcadia spént 
to prevent a sideboard license here, 
‘as the saloons there have not only a 
monopoly of tourist travel trade be- 
yond the limits of Pasadena on the

Is EXPOSED. 


LABOR BOSS STILL POSES IN SAN 
PEDRO. 


Continues to Act in an Official Ca- 
pacity for the Longshoremen’s Un- 
ion, Nothwithstanding He Is Sup- 
posed to Have Stepped Down and 
Out Several Weeks Ago. | 


Craig, long the vampire that sucked 
the blood from the industrial life of 
San Pedro, is once more attempting to 
dictate and bulldoze. In the present 
instance his venom is being directed at 
honorable men who were at one time 
members of his labor union in this 
city. 
For years he directed similar attacks 
against the business men of San Pe- 
dro, but they finally’ arose in their 
might and removed the dictation of 
Parasite Craig from their business life. 
Several weeks ago Craig announced 
that he had resigned as walking dele- 
gate for the local longshoremen’s un- 
ion and one Steve May was supposed 
to have been his successor. After Craig 
succeeded in causing a serious 
ke in San Pedro which paralized 
business and commerce for a while. 
This strike was completely broken by 
the local business men, ship owners 
and corporations and once more the 
harbor is full of vessels. Over thirty 
are discharging today at the various 
wharves. 

Many of the former dupes of nar- 
row-minded, near-sighted “Boss” Craig 
have asserted their American manhood 
and independence and have applied for 
work, declaring themselves free at 
last from the taint of the totem. Many 
of them have been put to work, while 
a number of others have left to seek 
employment elsewhere. ‘ 

It has been long suspected that even 
in the face of his supposed resignation 
Craig was still the power behind the 
throne and now he has been caught 
with the goods on him. 

Impotent with rage at the disinte- 
gration of his forces, his only hope for 
a good salary for attending to every- 
body else’s business but his own, rap- 
idly disappearing, this repudiated boss 
has been completely smoked out. This 
is shown by an arrogent and insulting 
letter written by Craig ts a man who 
was once a member of his organiza- 
tion, but has since obtained responsi- 
ble employment with a local lumber 
company, and has denounced the sui- 
cidal policy of Totemite Craig. 

The bulldozing tactics employed by 
Craig are exposed by a copy of thia 
letter which follows: 

**‘Longshoremen’s Union, Local No. 3. 

“Pacific Coast Federation of Long- 

shoremen, San Pedro, Cal., Sept. 15- 


“Sir: I am sorry to say that I can 
no longer address you as ‘Brother.’ It 
grieves me to know that you have not 
only violated your obligation, thus 
stamping yourself as a man devoid of 
principle and destitute of honor. but 
that by your action you are trying to 
drag your fellow man down to the 
depths of industrial degradation. If 
all of the working people were of your 
stamp, we would soon be on the level 
of Chinamen and slaves. By your own 
voluntary acts you have placed your 
self in the lowest class of humanity. 
vis the men who take the places of 
men locked out 
the rights of their 
You, after throwing down the mem- 
bers of your own union: after prom- 
ising with your hand over your heart, 
or the place where your heart is sup- 
posed to be, to uphold the principles of 
our organization, having gone square 
back on all of the principles that go to 
make up a man, have the collostal 
nerve to write to me for an HONOR. 
ABLE withdrawal card. Such a re- 
quest passes my comprehension. Hon- 
orable withdrawal cards are only is- 
sued to honorable men. In my opinion 
you cannot pass the examination. Your 
request is therefore denied.

These figures mean that we have to 
depend on Cuba for three-fourths of 
the imported sugar we use, and for 60 
per cent. of the imported leaf tobacce 
we smoke.
